The  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  is  now  used  as  the  presi¬ 
dent's  office.  The  old  vault,  used 
to  keep  the  state  papers  ivid  legal 
documents  in  is  found  in  this 
office.  The  walls  of  the  vault  are 
thirty  inches  thick,  but  the  mid¬ 
dle  door  leading  into  the  vault, 
has  only  a  crude,  ill-constructed 
look.  The  people  didn’t  go  around 
picl:i.ng  lock.s  then,  and  there  wa.;
